Development since the Storting In 1977 classified the country as a new prime area for 
forelgi aid through cooperation projeoto. 

Against this background Foreign Minister A*C* Haveed’s 22-26 Karen state visit to Norway 
must be regarded as an Important one In which the main emphasis will be placed on dis- 
cussing Norwegian development aid for Sri Lanka. On behalf of the group of none lined 
countries, which alone have * UN majority* Hamecd will also request Norway's help In 
persuading the industrialized countries to support the demanc for a new economic world 
order. This will be a central topic at the UNCTAD conference In Manila in May. 

Poreigi Minister Jiamee* told NIB that the visit will essentially be a good will exercU«. 
in order to present the policy pursued by President J.R. Jayauardeno and ids government 
slnee they replaced Prime Minister Srlmavo Band arana ike's socialist government in the 
June 1977 election. 

"Z want to olecuss possible development projects between Norway and Sri Lanka, and I will 
take the opportunity tc express our gretltude to the Norwegian Government and people for 
the assistance we have received. I will use my time in Norway to promote the greeteet 
possible understanding for cooperation between our two countries." ttemeed said, stressing 
that It is import. nt and essential for Norway to "understand Sri Lanka's development strategy.

Commenting on "strong 0.3* links with Valient erg** activities 
in Hungary during the war/ the artlole goes on to say that "agalsut the background 
of thla and muoh other material on Raoul Wallenberg and Ms links with tha War 
Refugee Board, fraaldent Roosevelt's major aid proven for jwlah refugees In Europe- -It 
la even more unfortunate that greater official Swedish efforts were not mads to procure 
U.3. assistance." 

ft ftftap e KYRBTSR on 21 March 1979 carries on page 3 a 1,600-word iven Strom berg artlole 
entitled "Archive Censorship supports Espionage conjeoture," commenting further on 
Wallenberg's aotlvltiea, saying that "it was on the initiative of then 0.3. Ambassador 
in Stockholm Rsrsohel Johnson that Wallenberg received his appointment at the Swedish 
Legetlon in gidepeet. The artlole adds that ha was flnanoed out of 0*3. funds in his 
flgit to save Jewish refugees" sad that Wsllsnberg "with his background (lnoludlng 
•tody in the united states) and his position at tha Swadlsh location in Budapest was 
a perfect candidate to beoome an egamt of tho 033, forerunner of the CIA." The artlole 
goes on to quote from a “confidential die patch" from Stockholm to tho state Department 
in Washington dated 25 February 1937 "commenting on Wallenberg’s activities aa an 
Amvloan spy"— a document from which "a substantial part was removed. * 

BAjQERB MUSTER on 24 lurch 1979 carries on page 4 a 1,000-word Anders Hasaalbohm 
artlole entitled "The Russians are still Lying About Raoul Wallenberg" in which the 
author discounts suggestions reportedly made by Elsa and Sana VI Ulus that "all the 
Information saying that vellemburg is still alive emanates from the same source— Simon 
oogoderldse, a vague and unreliable witness” and that "we should believe the 
handwritten meneranda from the Russians" who according to tha author "denied all 
knowledge of Wallenberg from 1945, when he was arrested, to 1937*" The artlole goes 
on to olte evidence "whloh did not oome via Oogoderldse” purporting to dmsonstrata 
that the reports on Wallenberg's death In Moscow In 1947 were "fabrications. 1 *

(Editorial! "The Cracks in the Kremlin" ] 

[Text] If tha change of emperor, or even of dynasty, in Moscow cornea within tha presi- 
dency of Mr Carter and the secretaryship of Mr Vance the West should be eble to find 
the diplomatic resources to deal with the con&cquencap . It will be then that tha weak- 
nesses charged to Mr Carter's administration (usually inaccurately) may prove to ba 
strengths. The supposed lack of resolution in countering Soviet activities abroad la 
an allegation easier to embark on than sustain. But whether it is true or false, the 
United States does not present the reigning Soviet leaders, or those waiting for dead 
men's shoes, with the menace of their own mythology.
